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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment dated 12/21/2005. 

Claim Rejections ~ 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

1. Claims 17-18 and 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as 
failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
► With respect to claim 17, 

line 6, term "without adhesive" is not support in the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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2. Claims 17-18 and 26-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Brown et al. [US 2003/0197197] previously applied, as applied 
to claim 17 above in view of McCormick et al [US 6,936,131] previously applied. 

► With respect to claim 17, Brown et al. (fig. 4, text pages 1-6) discloses the 
claimed organic light emitting panel comprising: 

a substrate (110), having organic light-emitting devices (116); 

a cover plate (120), over the substrate (text paragraph [0006]); 

a patterned desiccant (118), on the cover plate, facing to the substrate, wherein 
the patterned desicant has opening therein (text paragraph [0070]-[0072]: patterned 
desicant 1 1 8 consisting of a number narrow band or dot, spaces between said narrow 
bands or dot of desicant define opening therein) and 

an adhesive frame (130), between the substrate and the cover plate. 

Brown et al. does not expressively teach that the patterned desiccant comprises 
a thermally crosslinked desiccant or radiated crosslinked desiccant. However, 
thermally crosslinked desiccant or radiated crosslinked desiccant are known desiccant 
materials. Selection of a known material based on its suitability for its intended use 
supported a prima facie obviousness determination in Sinclair & Carroll Co. v. 
Interchemical Corp., 325 U.S. 327, 65 USPQ 297 (1945) "Reading a list and selecting a 
known compound to meet known requirements is no more ingenious than selecting the 
last piece to put in the last opening in a jig-saw puzzle." 325 U.S. at 335, 65 USPQ at 
301. See also In re Leshin, 227 F.2d 197, 125 USPQ 416 (CCPA 1960) (selection of a 
known plastic to make a container of a type made of plastics prior to the invention was 
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held to be obvious). See McCormick et al as an evidence that shows a usage of 
thermally crosslinked desicant and radiated crosslinked desicant (22 or 32) for organic 
light emitting devices. Therefore, at the time of invention, it would have been obvious 
for those skilled in the art to modify the organic light emitting panel of Brown et al by 
using the thermally or radiated crosslinked desiccant as taught by McCormick et al to 
protect the organic light emitting panel from degradation by contaminant. 

► With respect to claim 18, the patterned desiccant (118) would be continuous, 
discontinuous, solid, hollow, or the combination thereof. 

► With respect to claims 26-27, Brown et al (text [001 5]], [0057]-[0086]) discloses 
the adhesive frame (130) comprises a thermally or radiated crosslinked frame. 



Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 12/21/2005 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Brown and McCormick fail to teach or suggest that the 
patterned desiccant comprises a thermally crosslinked desiccant or radiated crosslinked 
desiccant without adhesive. 

Applicant's arguments are not persuasive because the limitation "without 
adhesive" is not support in the specification.
